Price Support Eligibility for 1955-crop rye and 
barley has been broadened to include grades 
previously excluded.

They Are Testing a new systemic chemical at 
USDA research center at Beltsville, Md. 
It’s called MOPA -- alpha methoxyphenyl- 
acetic acid -- and it looks good for control 
of a wide range of hard-to-kill plant pests. 








Insecticides Such As DDT, EPN, and heptachlor 
used in granular form for control of corn 
borer has been more effective in Mid-western 
tests than conventional emulsion Sprays, 
and has left less residue on the plants. 








New Drug For Control of large roundworm of 
hogs is reported by manufacturer to be as 
effective as any of present remedies, with 
added advantage of no risk of growth set-~- 
back or death. Drug is called Parvex and is 
mixed into the feed. It's effective against 
nodular worm aS well as large roundworm.

More Acreage Controls Ahead? 


UNLEss major changes are made in 
the farm program, prospects are that 
you'll have more—not less—acreage 
control next year. This year’s bumper 
yields, added to already heavy carry- 
over stocks, indicate what's in store. 

Cotton acreage allotments may be 
cut again, although as usual there'll 
be stiff Congressional resistance to 
such a move. There's already talk of 
a 1956 goal of 10 million bales har- 
vested, 

Corn acreage allotments will likely 
be cut several million acres below this 
year’s 50 million, and more Southern 
farmers may be drawn into the “com- 
mercial” production area as this is 
expanded. Price support will drop 
several points under the current 87 
percent of parity level. 

Rice allotments, too, are likely to 
be cut again. 

Soybeans, oats, barley and grain 
sorghums may also get tougher treat- 
ment Acreage allotments are being 
considered for these crops and there's 
even consideration ol dropping price 
support altogether, 

Wheat allotments of 55 million 
acres will be continued with a support 
of at least $1.81 a bushel for desirable 
varieties,

Government stockpiles are bulging 
CCC price support commitments will 
climb from $7 billion to around $11 
billion in the next few months. How 
do we keep from piling stocks still 
higher in 1956? How do we get rid 
of price-depressing supplies already on 
hand? 

What will Congress do next about 
changing the farm program? Will it 
enact some kind of “emergency” legis- 
lation? There's increasing talk of

Now you can predict production by the palpation method 


T'S not a new idea—feeling the mammary 

glands of a heifer calf and predicting her 
ability as a milk producer Some people 
have been toying around with the idea longer 
than the scientists worked to invent TV. 

But the Dairy Branch at USDA's Belts- 
ville Research Center has finally come up 
with a simplified system of udder palpation 
(examining by feel) that you can put to 
work on your own farm. All you need is 
a hand rule and a fair knowledge of how 
mammary glands develop in heifer calves. 

Like a pedigree, it is not a foolproof 
method of picking producers, but it could 
provide another tool that dairymen can use 
and could indicate the animals that are 
likely to be the lower producers. 

You know what that can mean in your 
operation. But from an industry-wide stand-

point, we need 6 million replacement heifers 
a year, which means about 12 million on 
feed all the time. Something like half of 
them usually prove not worth keeping. What 
a saving would result in feed, pasture, shel- 
ter and labor if only one-third of these were 
culled before being fed two years and tried 
as milkers! 

In the Beltsville tests, Holsteins in the 
highest third of the grades produced an aver- 
age of 4,358 pounds more milk and 164 
pounds more butterfat than those grading 
in the lower third during their period of 
test. With Jerseys, the difference was 2,460 
pounds of milk and 143 pounds of butter- 
fat per cow. 

Udder palpation tests are now being run 
by USDA and state personnel at stations in 
Tennessee, Georgia, Texas, Louisiana and 
South Carolina. Stations are trying to find 
out how the system works in field practice, 
after giving technicians only a_ limited 
amount of training. Workers have tried it 
with over 8,000 animals in 40-odd herds, 
with promising results General recom 
mendations as to its application will be 
based upon the results of this state coopera- 
tive work. 


How It Works 
At Beltsville, Dr. W. W. Swett and his 


associates have worked out an intricate sys 
tem whereby they place a calf in one of 
27 different grades. There are nine overall 
grades with plus, minus and medium brack 
ets for each. Dr. Swett explains that they 
never expect the average field worker or 
dairyman to go that far. He does feel that 
a dairyman can learn to place his calves in 
advanced, average and retarded classes with 
just a little instruction from his county agent 
Vo-Ag teacher or DHIA tester These men 
would get training at state college levels 
Development of the heifer’s mammary 
glands follows a definite pattern. They start 
in each quarter as a vertical tube, begin to 
thicken in the center at four to six weeks

RODUCTION problems, shrinking allotments, and the 

price squeeze have run net farm income downhill for 
both landlords and tenants. But some Southern landlords 
and their share croppers are managing to take in just as 
much spending money as before. 

Their answer is an agreement which allows both landlord 
and tenant to get a year-around income from broilers. 

lypical of the broiler share cropping plan is the opera- 
tion of R. C. Johnston, of Gold Ridge, Alabama. Johnston 
has 385 acres with five tenants. 

T. G. Golden, tenant on Johnston's place, has been grow- 
ing broilers under the agreement for seven years, 

The agreement between Johnston and Golden is fairly 
simple: (1) The landlord builds a broiler house, equips it 
with feeders, waterers, and a brooding system. (2) The 
tenant furnishes all of the labor—using the landlord's equip- 
ment to haul in fresh litter. (3) The fuel bill for brooding 
the broilers and the electric bill is divided equally between 
landlord and tenant. (4) Compost is spread as fertilizer 
on land the tenant is using for other crops. (5) Chicks, 
medicine and feed are furnished on a “guarantee” basis by 
a local hatchery. (6) When birds are marketed, the land- 
lord and tenant divide the profits half and half. 

Under the hatchery’s guarantee contract, the partnership 
is guaranteed a set price per pound of broilers grown, plus 
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a bonus for efficient feeding. As the market price goes up, 
the amount guaranteed the partnership increases 

If the broilers sell for 20 cents a pound, the growers (land- 
lord and tenant) are paid one cent a pound for their labor 
and equipment; at a market price of 22/2 to 25 cents they 
get 2 cents per pound for broilers grown; at 25 to 30 cents 
they get 3 cents; and if the market is 30 cents or above, 
they get 4 cents per pound 

If the growers get 33 pounds of broilers per 100 pounds 
of feed, they get an additional 42 cent per pound on the 
brood. If they get 35 pounds of meat per bag of feed they 
get a | cent premium and at 37 pounds of meat per 100 
pounds of feed they get 1/2 cents extra 

“We average about 10 cents per bird the year around,” 
says Johnston “This gives me 5 cents per bird for the 
investment I have in houses and equipment and for my half 
of the fuel and electric bill.” The tenant gets cents per 
bird for his labor and his half of the fuel and electric bill 
Three tenants now grow about 130,000 broilers a year, and 
each one gets about $2,200 gross income from broilers 
“I get $6,500 gross—and each tenant's net profit is almost 
$2,000 a year.” 

Nowadays when Johnston talks to prospective new tenants 
they want to know “how many broilers can | grow?” not

* By the Two-Price System? 


UALITY control is a standard prac- 

tice in the manufacturing industry. 
Does agriculture need more “quality control” of its own? 
Some Congressmen and farm leaders say it does. 

Whether Congress decides next year on rigid 90 percent 
or flexible levels, with two-price or one-price supports for 
farm products, Commodity Credit Corporation will prob- 
ably have big surpluses on its hands for years to come. 
No two-price or accelerated-export program is expected to 
shrink our surpluses of farm products very fast. 

That's why USDA and the National Farm Bureau are 
talking about “quality control”"—with or without other 
changes in the price support system. So many buyers 
both American and foreign—of raw farm products just don't 
want the cotton and grain that goes into those surplus stock- 
piles. Since price controls have been in effect, U. S. farmers 
have produced hundreds of thousands of bales of cotton and 
tons of wheat of the staples and qualities that are in least 
demand. The better grades and staples 
of cotton—and most of the premium 
quality wheat and peanuts—have been 
snapped up through normal market 
channels. CCC gets what's left. 

So the surplus stocks have piled up, 
not only because there has been too 
much cotton, grain and oilseed crops, 
stored at prices too high to move read- 
ily into normal market channels, but 
also because there's been too much ot 
the wrong kind. 


Wheat Is the Starter. In August, 
Secretary Benson took the first step 
in discouraging production of “unde- 
sirable” farm products. He made the 
long-expected announcement that dis- 
counts—20 cents a bushel—would ap- 
ply on the 1956 support rates to 
varieties “having inferior milling and 
baking qualities.” (See list of varie- 
ties on page 11.) 

Few wheat farmers in the South 
will be seriously hurt by the discounts. 
There are other, undiscounted varie- 
ties which most wheat producers can 
substitute without greatly lowering 
their yields per acre. 


What About Cotton Discounts? Cot- 
ton is another story. Farmers usually 
grow the short-staple varieties because 
they're the ones that yield best and 
can be produced easiest in the par-

ticular area. 
ties adapted to some cotton-growing areas 
counts are applied to cotton, some farmers will have to go 
on producing the short-staple varieties anyway 

The much-talked-about switch from the present 7% -inch 
staple base for cotton price supports to a new one-inch base 
no doubt will get Congressional consideration early in the 
next session. Idea is to discourage production of shorter 
staples, by lowering support price at least two cents a pound 
on staples of less than an inch. 

Is it a good idea? Mississippi's Senator Eastland, who 
proposed the change, says it's the surest way to get cotton 
back into competition with foreign producers and with syn 
thetics. Farm Bureau President Charles Shuman agrees

BETTER FARMING METHODS, more widely applied, 
have stepped up cotton production to an 
average of about 3550 pounds an acre for the 
most recent three years, including 1955.

FARMERS WHO HAVE HAD TO DEFOLIATE their 
cotton this year because of the rank growth, 
which threatened the lower bolls with rot, 
should know that if experiments tried this 
year are successful they can save their 
bottom crop and have their top crop, too. 
Preliminary tests indicate that defoliants 
can be applied to the bottom leaves, caus- 
ing them to fall off, without slowing the 
development of the top part of the plant. 
The sunlight then penetrates to the lower 
bolls and they develop normally. The secret 
is a high tractor rig that rides over the 
cotton and fenders which prevent damage to 
the plant. Success of the experiment will 
be known when yields from adjoining treated 
and untreated fields are tallied. 


























NOW IT’S POISON BALLS FOR WEEVILS. Pellets 
of poison that can be spread through the 
field - about 30 pounds to the acre - and 
which take about 10 days to completely 
evaporate.

Silage alone is not enough 


| ee heifers need more than silage. They may get 
along well with normal growth on good, top quality hay as 
their only source of roughage from eight months to time 
of calving, however. 

That's the conclusion from repeated tests at USDA re- 
search center at Beltsville, which were completed and reported 
at the Dairy Science Association meeting this summer. 

Only explanation offered by Dr. J. F. Sykes, of the Dairy 
Husbandry Branch, and other scientists, is that there is 
“something” in silage that keeps heifers from eating enough 
of it to get as much nutrients as they get from hay. Gains 
of the animals used in the experiments were directly related 
to the TDN (total digestable nutrient) intake. Both hay 
and silage were fed free choice. 

Hay used was of the highest U.S. grade alfalfa (No. 1 
leafy). Silage was also alfalfa—the best they know how 
to make at the research center. In fact, some of the hay 
and silage used came from the same fields. Other tests in 
which equally good hays composed of grass legume mix- 
tures were fed either alone or combined with corn silage, 
have indicated that these are as satisfactory as alfalfa hay 
for growing dairy heifers. 

All calves were fed colostrum until three days after birth, 
and whole milk until 60 days old. From 10 days to 150 
days old they got grain concentrates, increased according 
to appetite up to a maximum of 3 pounds per day. From 
150 to 240 days old they got 2 pounds of grain per day 
per head. And from 240 days to calving no concentrates 
were offered. The roughages were fed free-choice from the 
time feeding started. 

At 24 months old, the Jerseys on silage weighed 100 to 
150 pounds less than those on hay. Holsteins on silage

weighed 200 to 250 pounds less at the end of the tests. 

All these heifers were raised on a minimum grain allow- 
ance, In the experiment most weight differences occurred 
after grain feeding was reduced or discontinued, and before 
one year of age. Growth and gains the second year were 
about equal in the two groups. This suggests that if enough 
grain were fed with silage to keep growth normal the first 
year, then silage would be satisfactory. Dr. Sykes figures 
about 800 pounds of grain would do it. This is against 500 
pounds per head fed the calves on test. Adding 2 pound 
of hay per 100 pounds of body weight per day to the silage 
ration did not correct the deficiency in these tests, although 
growth rate was increased, 

Based on new experiments not complete, Sykes also be- 
lieves the addition of as much as | pound of hay per day 
for each 100 pounds of body weight will keep silage calves 
gaining normally. 

Best calves have been raised on alfalfa silage at Beltsville 
by feeding 3 pounds of grain per day to eight months, then 
2 pounds daily to one year old, a total of about 800 pounds 
fed. Nothing has been gained by feeding grain after one year. 

At the same time, these tests demonstrated that 500 
pounds of grain, fed the first year, is ample for growing 
heifers when they are on good hay. 

Asked about the use of silage and hay for milking cows, 
Dr. Sykes said they have not been able to detect pronounced 
differences in production during a given lactation period in 
comparisons of silage and hay for roughage. However, 
there are indications—where no compensation is made for 
silage by use of some hay or more concentrates—that silage 
cows end up the lactation in poorer condition than cows on 
top quality hay.

Insects and diseases can take a 
heavy toll in your wheat, oats, barley, 
and rye, but you can keep most of 
themunder control by a few simple 
precautions. Others can be destroyed 
with some of the effective insecticides 
we now have available. 

Among the insects, the GREEN- 
BUG is perhaps the hardest to control 
because of his ability to migrate rapid- 
ly. Parathion and metacide are spray 
materials which will destroy greenbugs 
within a field, but more than one ap- 
plication is often necessary. These ma- 
terials are poisonous to livestock and 
humans, and must be handled with ex- 
treme care. In most small grain-pro- 
ducing areas, the greenbug is usually 
active only in the spring. 

The WIREWORM is often dam- 
aging only in small grain dry-seeded 
early, but can become active under 
other conhditions. If wireworms are a 
pest in your area, treat all seed with an 
insecticide such as lindane, dieldrin, 
or BHC just before planting 

CHINCH BUGS take their biggest 
toll in the fall, but may occur in the 
spring. Spray and dust materials 
which are effective against chinch bugs 
include toxaphene, dieldrin, chlordane, 
BHC, and DDT 

The HESSIAN FLY is a problem 
in some regions, but is easily controlled 
by using resistant wheat varieties, sow- 
ing late, and plowing stubble im- 
mediately after harvest. 

The WHEAT WHITE GRUB may 
be controlled by rotation. Aldrin and 
dieldrin granular materials mixed with 
fertilizer, shows promise where rota- 
tion is impossible. 

The PALE WESTERN CUT- 
WORM sometimes causes severe dam- 
age in some areas. There is little con- 
trol for this pest, except to avoid grow- 


ing small grain in infested fields for 
one or more seasons 

The BROWN WHEAT MITE oc- 
curs mostly in the western counties of 
the Southwest region. Sprays or dust 
materials for control of this mite in- 
clude parathion, sulphur, and TEPP 
Parathion and TEPP are highly poi- 
sonous to livestock 

ARMYWORMS and ARMY CUT- 
WORMS are most common in the 
drier regions, but may attack amywhere 
in the South in the spring or early sum- 
mer. They can be very destructive 
under certain conditions. Poison baits 
are effective against these worms, and 
sprays such as toxaphene, DDT, and 
dieldrin give good control. 

Poison baits, using sodium fluosili- 
cate, white arsenic, or Paris green, will 
help keep GRASSHOPPERS out of 
fields. Spray materials which can also 
be used against them include aldrin, 
chlordane, dieldrin, heptachlor, BHC, 
and toxaphene 

BUNT, or stinking smut, can be 
kept out of your next year’s grain crop 
by treating seed before you sow this 
fall or winter. The cost of seed treat- 
ment is a small price for the insurance 
it provides 

LOOSE SMUT can't be controlled 
by seed treatment. Damage from this 
seed is inconspicuous, but may be con- 
siderable. Examine your grain very 
closely before you harvest. You may 
find many heads which look sound, 
but actually have litle or no grain when 
you open the head. That's loose smut. 
Use new clean seed—preferably cer- 
tified or registered, to contro] smut. 

LEAF RUST continues as a serious 
problem, as new strains of this disease 
develop. Sow one of the several good 
varieties of rust-resistant wheat avail- 
able.

FARM AND RANCH 
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Hog Cholera 


Hoc cholera, an infectious disease 
of swine caused by a virus which is 
quite widespread, can occur in swine 
of any age and at any time of the year. 

The incubation period is from two 
days to two weeks in susceptible pigs. 
The virus is present in all the dis- 
charges from the animal and espe- 
cially abundant in the urine. Once a 
farm is infected, the virus may live on 
the farm for months 

The symptoms of hog cholera are 
not always the same. Occasionally an 
animal may become infected and die 
suddenly so that there will be no vis- 
ible symptoms. In typical outbreaks 
the pigs will go off feed, and show 
temperatures from 105° to 107°. The 
animals will show a wobbly gait, 
arched back, chills, rough hair coat 
and constipation, later developing 
diarrhea. The skin is reddened in the 
early stages, later changing to a pur- 
plish discoloration 

The chronic form of cholera is 
usually seen in animals that survive 
the acute form of the disease. These 
pigs remain thin, have a poor appe- 
tite and persistent cough and never 
develop normally. 

A number of hog diseases show 
similar symptoms; therefore, it is 
necessary to have an autopsy per- 
formed by a veterinarian. 

Most cases of hog cholera are intro- 
duced on a farm when animals are 
bought at a stockyard or sales barn, 
or from an infected farm. You can 
prevent the disease by proper sanita- 
tion and raising your own hogs, along 
with routine vaccination. 

There are a number of effective 
ways to vaccinate pigs against hog 
cholera. Serum is used in pigs that 
are exposed to the disease before any 
symptoms are noticed. Hog cholera 
serum is never the thing to use for 
sick pigs that have not been vacci- 
nated. It only protects the pigs for 
ten days. The live virus can be used 
along with serum for permanent pro- 
tection: however. in view of the new 
attenuated (tamed) hog cholera virus. 
These new modified viruses can be 
effectively used alone or with a small 
quantity of serum. They afford pro- 
tection in normal healthy pigs for two 
to three years. But sick pigs should 
never be vaccinated with a modified 
live virus unless serum is used also

Youth Cashes in on 
Balanced Farming 


Irs a great achievement to net 
$2,300 from demonstrations in a five- 
year period. Sandy Tompkins, a 14- 
year-old 4-H club boy of Montague 
County, Texas, did it. He made this 
record through good management and 
hard work. 

Sandy started in 1950 with one 
registered Chester White gilt. The 
next year he had one sow, nine pigs 
and a registered Jersey heifer. The 
heifer, the first to be artificially bred 
in the county, was awarded to him 
by the Bowie Chamber of Commerce 
through its rural youth dairy program. 
Sandy now has five registered Jerseys 
and a few mixed cattle. All of his 
producing cows were artificially bred 
which accounts for his herd average 
of 5.9 percent butterfat. 

By 1952, Sandy became a conserva- 
tion and balanced type farmer. His 
field crops of corn, peanuts, water- 
melons and sweet potatoes range from 
one to three acres each. They are 
grown in rotation and on land that 
grows a cover crop of vetch and rye. 
He claims cover crops save half on 
his fertilizer bill. They furnish pas- 
ture for his livestock during the fall 
and winter, and are later turned under 
for soil building. Watermelons fol- 
lowing vetch net about $180 per acre. 
He used only 100 pounds of 6-12-6 
fertilizer per acre. His 1952 two-acre 
corn crop made 75 bushels per acre, 
although most other farmers had to 
salvage their corn for silage. Sandy 
used 100 pounds of 6-12-6 fertilizer 
per acre and side-dressed with am- 
monium nitrate when his corn was 
about waist high. 

Three acres of peanuts following 
vetch in one drouth year averaged 54 
bushels per acre and graded 72. But 
he used 100 pounds of 6-12-6 ferti- 
lizer per acre at time of planting, and 
50 pounds as side dressing. 

By using 250 pounds of 12-24-12 
fertilizer per acre, Sandy grew 60 
bushels of All Gold sweet potatoes 

r acre. The crop brought $5 per 
ushel. No. 2’s brought $3 and seed 
potatoes $3.50 per bushel. That was 
in 1954, another drouth year. To 
combat the drouth and still produce 
a quality product, he put out 2,000 
plants per acre and skipped every 
third row.—H. L. Gantz. 
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Are you a good 
eredit risk?

3. Take an annual inventory to de- 
termine how your obligations and net 
worth stack up each year 

4. Plan to repay loans out of operat- 
ing income. 

5. Plan ahead on your credit needs 

because cash talks. You get a bet- 
ter trade or discount if you pay cash. 

6. Use the right kind of credit— 
long term for mortgages, and short 
term for current expenditures 

7. Work out a repayment plan you 
can follow for every loan 

8. Meet your payments when due. 

9. Be frank with your lender—tell 
him how you plan to use the money 
borrowed 

10. Borrow to make or to save 
money.

Once a luxury which only the wealthy could afford, 


potatoes now are on the tables of both rich and 


poor, furnishing valuable vitamins with calory counts 


N 1537 a Spanish conquistador‘ ooking for gold, raided 

a village in the Andes. His hungry soldiers, searching 
the huts for food, found some small round roots with pur- 
plish skins. They cooked and ate them, and pronounced 
them “a dainty dish even for Spaniards.” The Indians, who 
lived largely on this root, called it the papa. Spaniards 
called it the batata; and as the potato it has since spread 
throughout the world, becoming the world’s leading vege- 
table crop and creating many times more Wealth than all 
the treasure pilfered from the Incas. 

However, few foods in the history of mankind have had 
to conquer more calumny before they won public accep- 
tance. For a century after its discovery the potato was 
said to cause leprosy, tuberculosis, rickets. It took several 
distinguished pioneers to persuade people that the South 
American novelty was fit to eat. 

In 1588 two potatoes were sent by the Papal Legate to 
Jules Charles de l'Ecluse, scholar and herbalist who had 
been in charge of the imperial gardens in Vienna. He raised 
a small crop and boiled some with mutton. Finding them 
“tasty and agreeable,” he sent samples to fellow gardeners 
throughout Europe with instructions for planting. Despite 
his efforts, for many years potatoes were gaten by only two 
groups of people—the rich, who esteemed them as an exotic 
treat, and later the starving, who were glad to fill their 
bellies with anything, 

The popularity of the tuber in Germany, cradle of the 
potato pancake, stems from measures taken by Frederick 
the Great in 1744, After a famine he sent a carload of 
seed potatoes to Kolberg, accompanied by soldiers to force 
the farmers to plant them. Because of his vigorous cam- 
paign, and because of an exhausting war during which food 
ran low, the root eventually took its honored place on the 
German table, 

One of the military prisoners who ate spuds in Frederick's 
stockades was Antoine Auguste Parmentier, a French phar- 
macist. He returned to France to promote the potato as 
a substitute for grain in case of famine. When he told Louis 
XVI of his scheme, the King gave him a hundred acres 
near Paris, which he planted. When the blossoms appeared, 
Queen Marie Antoinette wore them in her hair at a recep- 
tion. Parmentier gave a dinner for celebrities—among them 
Benjamin Franklin—in which the whole menu consisted of 
potatoes cooked in various ways. 
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actually low enough for reducing diets

Parmentier’s potato field had been patrolled by soldiers 
in full uniform to guard the famous tubers against theft 
One night he had the guard withdrawn and, as he expected, 
people appropriated seed potatoes for their gardens. When 
Parmentier died, potatoes were planted on his grave. But 
the luscious French fried potato is his best memorial. 

In England, also, peers first ate potatoes and the common 
people followed. Soon hot roasted potatoes were being 
hawked by venders on London streets. In cold weather 
women put them in their muffs to keep their hands warm. 


Long Time Coming Home 


Although the potato originated in the Western Hemisphere 
it took nearly two centuries to cross the ocean again and 
establish itself as a food crop in North America. In 1719 
Rev. James MacGregor, a Scotch-Irish Presbyterian, led a 
flock of 16 emigrant families from Northern Ireland to 
Londonderry, N. H., bringing with him a precious package 
of seed potatoes. The settlers planted a two-and-one-half- 
acre clearing, and the following winter potatoes kept them 
alive. 

Today the potato is grown in every state in the Union. 
Maine, Idaho and California raise about 40 percent of our 
annual crop of 350 million bushels (400 million this year) 
The world crop is about eight billion bushels. 

One of the great mass tragedies of modern times was 
the potato famine in Ireland. Introduced there early as a 
supplement to cereals, the potato grew lushly, was easy to 
plant, harvest and cook—and easy to hide by burying during 
raids by English invaders. By 1845 it was Ireland's all- 
important food crop. The summer was cold and wet that 
year, and spots appeared on the potato leaves. Soon a black 
blight spread rapidly all over Ireland, ruining half the crop. 

The next year's crop, planted with infected seed, was a 
complete failure, and the entire winter food supply of mil- 
lions was wiped out in a few weeks. The catastrophe that 
followed was the worst since the Black Death. Typhus and 
other epidemics raged, and it is estimated that one million 
people, out of a population of eight million, died of starva- 
tion and disease. Millions more left the country, at least 
half of them for the United States. 

Another vicious foe of the spud, a tough-jawed yellow-

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How to starch 
dark cottons 


EDARK cottons, in the mode for 
some time, have zoomed up to the 
high fashion level this fall, and dark 
cottons are always smart if styled right 
for you, and if cared for so that they 
look fresh and new. 

Have you had difficulty in launder- 
ing dark cottons so they look fresh 
and new? Most cottons look and feel 
better with a little starch. White 
streaks, spots, film or shine will not 
occur if you wash, starch, and iron

All dark cottons should be washed 
alone—never with light, white or linty 
articles. 

Use the right starch in the right 
way.

More Lives Lost 


Mily CONSCIENCE is hurting! It 
is hurting because I'm partly to blame 
for the death of a most promising 
young man in our community. 

He was killed last week when his 
car skidded on a wet pavement into 
an oncoming car. 

As a doctor I know that accidents 
are the cause of more years of life 
lost than any other cause of death 
Sure, more people die with heart dis- 
ease and cancer, but usually these are 
people who wouldn't have too many 
years ahead anyway. Accidents kill 
the young, with years of usefulness 
stretching ahead of them 

I know the statistics, and | know, 
too, what it’s like in the emergency 
room of the hospital 

Certainly cars could be made safer 
with seats that won't 
doors that won't spring open, wind- 
shields that will break outward, not 
inward, instrument panels padded with 
foam rubber. But I've never written 
to a motor company urging these 
changes 

I know that our roads are not safe, 
that my neighbor's son would be living 
if the people of my state had insisted 
on safe highways. But I haven't com- 
plained effectively about narrow wind- 
ing roads suitable for Model T's 

Alcohol had no part in this acci- 
dent, but I know from personal ex- 
perience and reputable studies that 
drinking is a factor in over half of 
car accidents. But I haven't upheld 
efforts to keep drinkers away from 
steering wheels. 

Am I! a safe driver? The driver's 
license in my pocket is no proof that 
Iam. Since the brief examination ten 
years ago I could have developed 
partial blindness, epilepsy and deaf- 
ness but the public would not be pro- 
tected from my car. I merely renew 
the license periodically by paying two 
dollars. 

I have been behind my hundred 
horsepower engine when I could 
hardly keep awake, when I was angry 
or when I was just day-dreaming.

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@DN PAGE 64 you checked what you 
know or believe to be good taste in 
hanging and arranging pictures. If 
you haven't checked, choose the one 
you think right in each pair, then com- 
pare your choice with the ones given 
here, 1. B is preferred. Large pic- 
tures of mirrors may be hung from 
the picture molding. There are now 
pins or hooks that will hold heavy pic- 
tures and mirrors safely and securely 
and the wire will not show. This is 
desirable when possible. When pic- 
tures and mirrors are hung from mold- 
ing, two vertical wires—color of wall 
if possible—should be used, and not 
one that will form a triangle as in A. 

2. A is desirable. A picture used 
over a sofa or another piece of furni- 
ture should be in proportion to the 
furniture. The picture in B is too 
narrow for the sofa over which the

picture is hung. Another picture the 
same size may be used and the arrange- 
ment balanced over the sofa. Or two 
small pictures that are-in good pro- 
portion and that are similar in frame, 
color and subject may be used on each 
side of the one that is there 

3. A is correct Pictures should 
follow the line of the furniture be- 
neath them. It is not good taste to 
hang pictures in step arrangement. 
Note the space between the pictures 
in A and B. It is usually desirable 
to have less space between the pic- 
tures than the width of the picture, 
In fact, it is often pleasing to have 
very little space between the pictures 

4. B is in good taste. The picture 
in A is hung too high. It is desirable 
to have only a little space between the 
picture and the mantle or furniture 
below.

AN THIS time of the year there are 
many flocks just beginning to lay.

I 
heard of one poultryman with a large 
flock who made arrangements with the 
groceryman in a nearby city to handle 
all of his small eggs Ihe grocery 
store advertised, and featured these 
eggs as a “special once a week, re- 
tailing them at only 2 cents a dozen 
more than he paid the poultryman. 

You will also consider the value of 
small eggs and peewees in comparison 
with large eggs. Incidentally, if you 
do not already know it, a “small ege” 
is one that weighs at the rate of 18 
ounces to the dozen. A “peewee” egg 
must weigh at least 15 ounces to the 
dozen, according to USDA terminol- 
ogy. You can find out from your 
State Department of Markets or Agri- 
culture if your state has any different 
weight classification 

Since “large” eggs must weigh 24 
ounces or more, if large eggs are re- 
tailing at 72 cents a dozen, small eggs 
are worth 54 cents a dozen and pee- 
wees 45 cents a dozen, on a weight 
basis You may not get that much 
for them, but they are worth that on 
the basis of the price of large eggs, 
if you were selling them by the pound 
Housewives need to be educated to the 
fact that often they can buy these small 
eggs at bargain prices

Broilers 
and more Broilers 


AT ONE time the broiler industry 
was confined to several specialized 
areas in a few states. Most of these 
areas were located in the South. Now 
broiler growing on a commercial scale 
has sprung up all over the country. 

Production has increased by leaps 
and bounds and, of course, consump- 
tion has increased along with produc- 
tion. While called “broilers,” most of 
these chickens end up in the frying 
pan and people are eating more and 
more fried chicken. 

To show how the business has 
grown, in 1934 the total number of 
broilers grown out that year was 34,- 
030,000. Ten years later, in 1954, 
there were 264,999,000 grown out and 
marketed, while last year (1954) pro- 
duction had increased to 1,059,784,- 
000, and it looks as if we may have 
another increase this year. Has broiler 
production reached the saturation 
point, or is there still room for expan- 
sion? 

With improvement in breeds, feeds 
and methods, broiler production is be- 
coming more efficient. While it re- 
quired about four pounds of feed or 
more to produce one pound of chicken 
in 1935, growers are now producing 
meat with a feed efficiency of 2'2 
pounds, or less. That is reducing the 
cost of production and the cost of 
chicken to the consumer. 

If the income of folks in towns and 
cities continues high, the annual broiler 
consumption per capita will probably 
continue to rise. More and more 
broilers will be needed to satisfy the 
demand. On the other hand, there 
may be a leveling off of production. 
Although some states will grow out a 
lot more than they do now, other 
states may produce less. 

The South appears well situated in 
this respect. The climate, the size of 
farms, the type of agriculture, and the 
temperament of the farmers are such 
that broiler growing is well adapted 
to the South. This is especially true 
in the mountains and foothills. Addi- 
tional processing plants are springing 
up all over the South; at some points 
where they have had no processing 
plants in the past. 

Along with the broiler industry, the 
hatchery industry has mushroomed 
While the Mid-west was the center of 
the hatchery industry and produced 
the largest number of chickens, one 
state in the South (Georgia) now 
hatches more chicks than any other 
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state in the nation. Other industries 
such as feed mills, box factories, coop 
manufacturers and equipment manu- 
facturers have followed. 

All indications point to more and 
more broilers being produced in the 
South, but the rate of expansion of 
the industry will not be as fast as in 
the past ten years. The South can 
meet the competition of other sections 
of the country There will be ups- 
and-downs, with some periods of over- 
production and low prices, but after 
adjustments are made and the ineffi- 
cient operators forced out of business, 
there will likely be a steady growth. 
Thus the industry will continue to 
bring in millions of dollars to our 
Southern farmers and to folks in town 
who are involved in the many side- 
lines that are closely tied in with 
broiler raising, —Arthur Gannon

Co separate inbred strains of poultry of the same breed 
in recent USDA experiments only served to bring production back 
up to the level where it was before production was “run down” by 
inbreeding. However, USDA breeders point out that inbreeding and 
crossing back has apparently worked to give increased production for 
some commercial breeders. Results of the USDA experiments with 
crossing inbreds and outbreds is shown below. 


Outbred strains of White Leghorns average 208 
eges per hen per year, while inbred strains 
of White Leghorns averaged only 185 eggs. 


The hens from a cross between outbred Rhode 
Island Reds cocks and outbred White Leghorn 
hens produced 216 eggs, but the same kind of 
cross-breeding between inbred Leghorns and in- 
bred Reds produced hens that averaged 237 eggs. 


Crossing outbred Leghorn cocks with outbred 
Red hens produced hens that averaged 244 eggs, 
while the same kind of mating between inbred 
Leghorns and inbred Whites resulted in 258 eggs. 


Pure strains of outbred Reds averaged 212 
eaes, while pure strains of inbred Reds aver- 
aged 164 eggs. These tests don't prove ad- 
vantage of one breed over another, but they 
do show possibilities of controlled cross-breeding.

EEL like you're in an economic vise .. . everything you 
buy going higher and everything you sell going lower? 

Did you know that our gigantic, mushrooming, wasteful 
government is one of the main reasons for our price squeeze?

Did you know that, while limiting your acreage, the gov- 
ernment is planning more vast irrigation projects to reclaim 
thousands of acres of arid wasteland in the West at a cost 
of from $1,000 to $2,000 an acre? And that this land will 
be put into production to compete for markets with your 
products, or for government storage at your expense? 

Did you know that 72 percent of the cost of our govern- 
ment goes to pay for past, present and future wars? And 
that a large part of these billions being spent in the name 
of that holy and unassailable thing called “defense” are just 
thrown away—a criminal waste of your money? That we're 
paying for a whole lot more “defense” than we're getting? 


Had Enough? 


..» That in its study of the Navy Department this year 
the Hoover Commission found that Naval Supply Depots 
have 719 months’ supply of hamburger, 79 months’ supply 
of canned beef and gravy and 75 months’ supply of canned 
ham hunks? . . . That the Army paid freight on 807,000 
pounds of canned tomatoes it bought in New York and 
shipped to California, and the Navy paid freight on 775,000 
pounds of canned tomatoes it bought in California and 
shipped to the East Coast? .. . That even though it would 
save billions, the Armed Services are fighting any effort to 
set up a joint civilian agency within the Defense Depart- 
ment to handle purchasing and inventory control, because 
of intense jealousies between the Armed Services? . . . That 
in 1954 the Armed Services transport fleets carried 3,900,000 
passengers plus 4,784,000 military hitch-hikers and billed 
you for $204,400,000? And that while you were paying 
through the nose for these junkets, Congress was at the 
same time subsidizing commercial airlines with millions to 
fly the same routes? . . . That your government is not too 
Democratic, nor too Republican, but too Big? So big we 
can't possibly comprehend it, control it, and keep up with 
it? . . . So big it’s fast approaching a socialist welfare state 
which will swallow up our freedoms? . . . That the bigger 
government becomes the smaller the individual becomes? 

. . That there is no end to the jobs the bureaucrats can 
think up to do with your money? 

Did you realize that old government agencies never die— 
or even fade away? For instance, that when the Foreign 
Operations Administration went out of existence recently— 
its 6,500 employees and $34 billion budget were absorbed 
into the State Department? 

Did you know your government is milking you of taxes 
so thousands of government bureaucrats throughout the 








world can drink champagne? . . . That American government 
workers abroad live in luxurious apartments and swanky 
villas, with nurses, maids and butlers, at your expense in 
the name of defense? . . . That Federal medical services in 
1954 cost $4,149,000,000 (that's billions) including over 
$2 billion in disability allowance for 30,000,000 Americans, 
a large percentage of whom were goldbrickers, non-service- 
connected disabilities, and people who're perfectly able to 
take care of themselves? And that even though existing 
veterans hospitals are not full, the government is planning 
to dot the landscape with new and bigger Federal hospitals, 
when the civilian population is 800,000 beds short of its 
needs? 

Would you believe that at Mechanicsburg, Pennsylvania, 
the navy has enough gear drives to supply needs for 128 
years at the present rate of use? (Like to have one?) 

Do you know that the Hoover Commission has made 350 
specific recommendations to Congress to restore sanity, hon- 
esty and businesslike methods to government along with a 
balanced budget and lower taxes? And that 145 of the 
recommendations could be adopted tomorrow, without any 
legislative or presidential action, and without any damage 
to needed services or defense—if you'll just demand it? .. . 
That $4 to $7 billion a year could be saved and you'd get 
better and more efficient government in the process? . 
That if this cancerous growth of government bureaucracy 
continues, the time will come when you won't be telling 
your government anything—it'll be telling you? 

... That the Hoover Commission reported that the United 
States owns $155,000,000,000 (that's billions) worth of 
goods scattered throughout the world? ($1,000 of that 
merchandise is yours) . . . and that it'll be sold at about 
seven percent of what it cost? Are you surprised that you 
and each member of your family owe $1,725 as your part 
of the national debt?
